S-R.O. 2372.— In exexcise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts soap of all kinds 
specified in column (2) of the Table hereto annexed, in or in relation to the 
manufacture of which no process has been carried on with the aid of power or 
of steam for heating, cleared for home consumption by any manufacturer on or 
after the first day of April in each financial year, in excess of two hund ed tons 
but not exceeding four hundred tons, from so much of the duty leviable thereon, 
as is in excess of the amount specified in the, corresponding entry in column (3) 
thereof: 

Provided that the said exemption shall not apply to soap, other than house¬ 
hold and laundry or toilet.
